ORANJESTAD -- A joint 
venture between two intenia- 
tional companies. Capital 
Cooling of Denmark and 
Ecopower IntematiDnal, with 
local partners, Polylechmsch 
Ingenieursbureau or FIB^ 
was originally presented last 
year at the Aniba Green En¬ 
ergy Conference. Tins renew¬ 
able energy project for 
deplDying cold seawater from 
the deep sea with the purpose 
of providing cooling for all 
the maj or island resorts 
sparked a great deal of inter¬ 


est. 

Capital Cooling CEO An¬ 
ders Sjoholm and Ecopower 
International Director Gilbert 
Gouverneur were again on 
Aruba this week to detail 
their plan for Aruha Sea 
Water Air Conditioning, 
(SWAC). Tliey welcomed 
several concerned parties, 
along with Prime Minister 
Mike Eman and Minister of 
Economic Affairs, Commimi- 
cations. Energy and Environ¬ 
ment, Mike de Mesa, and 
representatives of Aruba's 


power compani.es and distrib¬ 
utors, on Thursday evening, 
January 3D. 

Tlie concept was first ex¬ 
amined and parties commit¬ 
ted to the design in 2D02, 
according to PIB Director 
Leon Hrimers. It entails plac¬ 
ing intake pipelines about 
10k m off the north shore of 
Aruba, by Unram a, to bring 
cold waters from SCO meters 
under the sea. The seawater 
would be brought to a cool¬ 
ing station, winch transfers 
the coldness of freshwater 
that circulates in a closed 
loop pipeline system Tins 
clnlled water (air condition¬ 
ing service) is tlien provided 
to customer buildings. Ac¬ 
cording to designing engi¬ 
neers the heat exchangers 
ensure tliat seawater and the 
freshwater delivered to the 
buildings never mix The 
chilled fresh water is provided 
to customer buildings 
tlirough an underground dis- 
tnbution system connected to 
each building's existing 
chilled water air conditiomng 
system. The slightly wanned 
seawater IS returned in an en¬ 
vironmentally safe manner to 
the ocean and released 
tlirough a diffuser.

Such a proj ect has b een a p cr¬ 
ating successfully in Hawaii. 
Tlie wanned seawater has 
alsQ been deployed in estab¬ 
lishing offshoot industries, 
such as agnculture and aqua¬ 
culture. Tlie naturally min¬ 
eral-nch, sterile water 
provides an exceptional envi¬ 
ronment for growing fruits 
and vegetables that could not 
formally be cultivated on 
Arub a, as well as for fish and 
shrimp fanns. According to 
the SWAC presentation, 
analysis by the University of 
Hawaii’s Economic P^.esearch 
Organization has found 
NELHA, their deep water 
cooling facility, has provided 
economic output to the 
greater Hawaiian economy of 
$S3 million and provided 533 
jobs in 30ID The stenle, 
mineral-rich water has also 
resulted in a higldy success- 
fid bottled pro duct, which has 
proven to be an export prod¬ 
uct tli at is in high demand 

Aruba's proposed SlDD 
million dollar project would 
be realized without any gov¬ 
ernment fiindmg; the only re¬ 
quest firom Aruba's 
government by tlie parties in¬ 
volved, was cooperation and 
a timely issuance of the nec¬ 
essary pemiits to begin and 
complete constmction. Tlie 
targeted area for deploying 
SWAC would be the western 
coast and resorts, firom Divi 
Vdlage at the start of the Juan 
Irausquin Boulevard to the 
Ritz Carlton in Palm Beach. 

The giant pipelines to 
transport the cold waters 
would h e placed underground 
fiirtlier inland. The cold water 
piping also has an additional 
attnbute, which is also con¬ 
sidered a positive side effect, 
the formation of condensa¬ 
tion on the cold pipes imbed¬ 
ded in a tropic.al climate. Tins 
would also naturally irngate 
the land through which they 
are placed, encouraging plant 
growtli, and consumable cul¬ 
tivation. It IS die stated inten¬ 
tion of the companies 


involved to simultaneously 
work on plans for spin-off in¬ 
dustries while the project is 
under construction. 

Aruba's power provider, 
WEB, IS industnously pursu¬ 
ing projects in line ^vith the 
g 0 V emm ent's p oli cy o f Arub a 
becoming oil independent by 
2030. Aruba already has a 
wind park at Vader Piet, and 
anotlier has been proposed 
for Unrama. Tlie solar energy 
park at the airport is under 
construction and WEB broke 
ground on a bio-gas plant to 
convert the refiise from the 
landfill into fiiel Engineers 
working with renewable en¬ 
ergies are all aware of tlie 
weaknesses of solar and wind 
sources. Tlie intermittencies 
induced by night or lack of 
wind require the backup of 
fiiel produced eiierg)''. A deep 
water source has none of 
these weaknesses, and can be 
relied up on 100% ofthe tinie 

Anotlier environmental 
advantage would be the elim¬ 
ination of air conditioning 
units that deploy refrigerant 
gases, with possible leaks de¬ 
spoiling the environment, 
along with their disposal 
There will also no longer be 
a necessity for these unat¬ 
tractive additions to be placed 
on the buildings, nor their 
maintenance. 

Projected timeline for tlie 
SWAC facility would involve 
breaking ground this year, witli 
completion in 301 d. The chief 
purpose of the presentation 
was to acquaint the concerned 
stEkeholders witli tlie plan, and 
to encourage investors. Forfiill

However^ sometimes 
walking away firom a job may 
be the very best move if you 
are not fulfilled at what 
yaifre doing, or if the prob¬ 
lems are too big to handle. 
Sometimes quitting a job 
may actually be a great career 
move, 

One tiling is for sure, there 
will never be a right moment 
to quit. So, if you are waiting 
for that right time to quit, 
stop^ there is no such timei 
Every month that you slay on 
longer, makes it more diffi¬ 
cult to actuallv make the 
move Go when ever your gut 
tells you to go ..and it will tell 
you, believe me! Quitting 
your job may actually help 
you to start a career you re¬ 
ally and truly enjoy! Well, if 
you’re ready to go for it, let 
me give you a few tips to 
help you make the move suc¬ 
cessfully. As you say good¬ 
bye to your job, you must

"Evidence exists, tying Mr 
Clin she to having knowledge 
of the lane closures^ dunng 
the period, when the lanes 
were dosed, cantrary to what 
the governor stated publidy 
in a two-hour press confer¬ 
ence," Wild stein lawyer Alan 
Zegas said in the letter to the 
Port Autlionty.

Next Iran nuclear talks set 
for February 18 In Vienna 

MUNICH (AFP) - World powers will hold their next talks on 
Teliran's contested nuclear programme February IS, top Iran¬ 
ian and European Unron diplomats agreed during Friday talks. 
In an imhal accord m November, Iran agreed with the five per¬ 
manent members of the UN Secunty Council — Bntain, China, 
France, Faissia and the Umted States --plus Germany (a group 
known as E3+3) tliat it would open up its nuclear programme 
so as to allay fears it was seeking atomic weapons. 

In return, the world powers agreed to a progressive lifting of 
tough sanctions that have caused immense damage to tlie Iran¬ 
ian economy. 

EU foreign affairs chief Catherine Ashton, who has led tlie in¬ 
ternational nuclear talks with Iran, said she had a "really in¬ 
teresting"' meeting witli Iranian Foreign Mimster Mohammad 
Javad Zarif on the sidelines of the Munich Secunty Confer¬ 
ence. 

Speaking ah out the upcoming talks to beheld in Vienna in just 
over two weeks, Ashton added: "I very much look forward to 
working togetlier witli you then." 
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French president warns over Cameron's £U plans 


BRIZE NORTON (AFP) - 
French President Francois 
Hollande dealt a blow Friday 
to Prime Minister David 
CEmeron's hopes of renegoti¬ 
ating Entain's membership of 
the EU before a referendum 
in 3017, saying treaty change 
was "not a pnonty".

Hollande told a j omt press 
conference that he "perfectly 
respected" Britain's right to 
hold a vote, but said "We 
can't impose the British 
choice on Europe." 

Cameron said he remained 
optimistic of achieving the 
changes he wanted and 
Bntish officials say the fact 
France is even considering 
treaty change is progress. 

The prime minister said: 
"My position absolutely re¬ 
mains that we want to see 
those changes, we want that 
rsnegotiatiDn. 

"Tilat renegotiation will 
involve elements of treaty 
change, and then there will b e 
a referendum in Britain be¬ 
fore tlie end □ f 3017." 

He later revealed he is pre¬ 
pared to invoke a rarely-used

Aldiough cannabis IS techni¬ 
cally sdll illegal in die Nether¬ 
lands, the country in 197fi 
decriminalised possession of 
less til an five grammes 
(around a sixth of an ounce) 
and it is widely available over 
die counter in coffee shops 

However, growing and sell¬ 
ing any quantity over five 
grammes is illegal, meaning 
the cultivation and wholesale 
of cannabis is in the hands of 
orgamsed crime. 

Critics say government pol¬ 
icy IS hypocritical because it 
obliges coffee shop owners to 
buy their supplies from crimi¬ 
nals. 

The government reaps hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of euros 
(dollars) a yeai'm taxes fi'om 
coffee shops, Dutch media re¬ 
ported. 


The Dutch finance ministry 
told AFP that it could not say 
bow much money it made 
from licenced coffee shops.

Overall, a quarter of Russian 
men die before the age of 55. 
The equivalent death rate of 
British men was about seven 
percent. 

For the study, researchers 
asked 151,000 Russians how 
much vodka they drank and 
then followed tliem for up to 
ten years, during which period 
S,0Q0 died 

Using a subgroup of some 
57,000 men, all smokers, the 
team then determined “higher 
risks of death" among those 
who dranl^ three or more half- 
liti'e bottles of vodka per week, 
tlianthose who drank less tlran 
a battle. 

Tlie deatli rale among 35- 
54-year-olds was percent 
for less than a bottle a week, 
20 percent for one to 2.9 bot¬ 
tles, and 35 percent for three or 
more bottles per week. 

Tlie causes for tlie excess 
mortality were maiiily alcohol 
poisoning, accidents, violence, 


siucide and (fiseases like cancer. 

It found that health policy 
was also a factor -- under re¬ 
strictions imposed by Mikliail 
Gorbachev ^cohol consump¬ 
tion and deatli rates fell about 
25 percent, rising again after 
the collapse of communism. 

Study leader David Zaiidze 
horn the Russian Cancer Re¬ 
search Centre in Moscow said 
tins finding illustrated that 
"people who drink spints in 
hazardous ways greatly reduce 
tlieirnsk of premature death as 
soon as they stop".

Twitter. 

lEM's Ken King said the 
agreement “illustrates the 
value of patented IBM inven¬ 
tions and demonstrates our 
commitment to licensing ac¬ 
cess to our broad patent port¬ 
folio." 

Last yeai; as Twitter was 
preparing its anticipated public 
offering, it revealed that IBM 
was alleging that the micro- 
blogging service infirmged on 
IBM patents. 

Twitter said at the time it be¬ 
lieved it had “meritorious de- 
feu ses“ to die allegations.

The document shows the

Under Canadian law, the spy 
agency's mission is to collect 
primarily foreign intelligence 
by intercepting ovei’seas phone 
and Internet traffic.

IMF warns over impact of global 
market turmoil 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
International Monetary Fund 
on Friday warned emerging 
economies to shore up their 
defenses amid diallenging 
global turmoil that has sparked 
a broad-based sell-ofifm finan¬ 
cial maikels. 

All IMF spokesperson said 
they could not find a srngle 
trigger for tire turmoil, but also 
appeai'edto warn central banks 
generally to be cautious about 
tiglitemng monetary condi¬ 
tions. 

"Many emerging 

economies, along with otlier 
asset classes, have come under 
renewed market pressure in re¬ 
cent days,"' the spokesperson 
said m an emailed statement. 

" Wlule it 15 difficult to pin¬ 
point a single trigger for the 
sell-off the turbulence under¬ 


scores the challenging situa¬ 
tion tliat many countries face 
as a re suit of tighter external fi¬ 
nancing conditions, slower 
growth, and softer commodity 
prices." 

Hie IMF noted tliat several 
c Duntri e s had r e sp on de d 
"forcefully", not meutiomng 
any by name but apparently re¬ 
ferring to sharp interest rate 
hikes by tlie central hanks of 
South Africa and Turkey, 
aimed at stabilizing then sink¬ 
ing currencieE and stemming 
capital flight. 

However, the spokesman 
said, The turbulence lughlights 
the need for coherent macro- 
economic and financial poli¬ 
cies^ good communication, 
and, m some cases, the need 
for urgent policy action to im¬ 
prove fundamentals and pokey 


credihikty." 

Moreover, the spokesperson 
added, “Tbe turbulence also 
underscores tire need for vigi¬ 
lance among central banks 
oveiTiquidity conditions in in¬ 
ternational capital markets,“

HAVANA (AFP) - Cuba and 
Venezuela have moved to fur- 
thei’ strengtiien economic ti es, 
approving some 56 joint proj¬ 
ects for this year valued at 
more than ti.2 billion, 
Venezuelan Pi'esident Nicolas 
Maduro has announced 
In an inteiview with Cuban 
state television late Thursday, 
Maduro said the agreements 
signed were in the areas of 
health, agiiculture, energy, ed¬ 
ucation and sport 


Venezuela is already by far 
Cuba's number one economic 
partner, accounting for 40 per¬ 
cent of the island's foreign 
trade. 

It supplies Cuba with 
100,000 baiTels of oil a day at 
preferential terms, providiiig 
half its energy needs. 

It IS also tlie top client for 
services exported by Havana, 
including about 40,000 Cuban 
doctors and care professionals 
working m Venezuela. 


Cuba and Venezuela "are 
building an economic zone 
along witli ALBA" Maduro 
said, referring to a bloc of 
eight left-leaning Latn Amer¬ 
ican counties led by Cai'acas. 

Maduro was in Cuba for a 
summit of tlie Commumty of

Foz and Seahawks coach 
Pete Carroll made their last 
public comments Friday aliead 
of the National Football 
League showdown at East 
Rutherford, New Jersey, in lb e 
first outdoor Super Bowl m a 
cold-weather city. 

A week of pre-game hype 
has centered on Denver quar¬ 
terback Peyton Manning, who

“It's a logical matchup. I re¬ 
ally don't tlunk tliat's what (the 
difference maker) is going to 
be," Carroll said "There aie 
going to be a lot of guys bat¬ 
tling We do have fins enor¬ 
mous challenge with all that 
Peyton has accomplished and 
nobody has been able to slow 
him down." 

Fox is hoping that continues 
on Sunday, with wanmng fore¬ 
casts calling for mild winds 
and no rain or snow making 
file day easier for offenses, de¬ 
fenses and tile kicking special 
teams.

"The whole buildup, Icnow- 
ingit's a global event on game- 
day, adds to the challenge for 
us to reach out there for it," 
Carroll said, 

"With a young team it was 
important to be quiet and listen 
and learn and be ready for the 
moments that would come. We 
have been preparing for fins 
moment for years. 

"Being here and handling it 
well IS a statement that they 
have been listening and fiiey 
understand the hunnlity and 
handle it well. I'm excited to 
see how they handle it on 


gameday after the long journey 
we have had." 

Fox is cautious about fire 
protection Manning needs and 
the coverage his favorite re¬ 
ceivers will face. 

"They have outstanding pass 
mshei's Tliey have rushers that 
cause havoc,* Fox said. "Tliey 
have a great secondary, proba¬ 
bly the best in the league. The 
speed and atlileticism, that's 
what sticks out to me." 

But Fox sayd Manning is 
ready for Ins chance to become 
file first starting quarterback to 
win the Super Bowl with two 
different teams. 

"He has tremendous leader- 
slnp moments," Fox said. "He 
has got unbelievable work 
etlnc and 1 fiimk that's conta¬ 
gious He is very level-headed 
and loose light now as we ex¬ 
pect ail our players to be." 

John El way, the Denver 
team operations director who 
quaiterbaicked tln'e Broncos to 
199S and 1999 Super Bowl 
wins in the team's last trip to 
file big game, made a rare 
speech to file team after a pre- 
season loss to Seattle that still 
resonates with the Broncos. 

"Hopefully he pissed them 
off a little bit," Fox said. "It 
shook fiiemup, woke them up 
We came back a little grittier" 
Both teams will practice at 
file stadiiun on the eve of the 
Super Bowl after a week of 
workouts indoors and outside 
“Practices have gone very 
well," said CaiToll. "The prac¬ 
tice set-up has been ideal and 
file players are ready to go 
“Tlie trophy really does 
symbolize the ultimate chal¬ 
lenge in our sport. It's a 
tremendous honor and a 
tremendous opportunity and 
challenge to all of us." 

"There can only be one 
happy camper at the end of it," 
Fox said. “And that's the team 
hoisting the trophy."

WEW YOP.K (Af P) - Denver's 
Peyton Manning is hoping to 
cap a record-setting season 
wilh a In si one victory in Sun¬ 
day's Super Bowl 43 over a 
Seallle squad deternnned to 
spoil his dreams of a fairytale 
moment. 

The Broncos' star 37-yeaf- 
old quarterback set Mational 
Football League Sieason 
records with 5,477 passing 
yai’ds and 55 passing touch¬ 
downs, sparking Denver to a 
record d06 points and meaning 
they go into the weekend ac¬ 
tion as slight favorites. 

“He has built this unbeliev¬ 
able 1 egacy and he i s one o £ the 
best -- if not tlie best -- quarter¬ 
backs to ever play the game," 
Seattle's Russell Wilson said of 
his opposite number 
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The Sealiawks comiter with 
tlie NFL'5 top-rated defense -- 
the self-styled “Legion of 
Booin'" - \diidtk farced aleague¬ 
leading 39 turnovers, and a bal¬ 
anced attack powered by 
running back Marshawn Lyuch 
and run-pass threat Wilson. 

The showdown at the 
30,000 MetLife Stadium tu 
East Rutherford, New Jersey 
will be the hrst outdoor Super 
Bowl m a cold-weather city 
and it IS set to be the coldest, 
witli temperatures forecast to 
dip below the Super Bowl 
record 39 degrees Falrrenheit 
(four degi'ees Celsius) horn 
1973. 

Bo til teams went au impres¬ 
sive 13-3 in the regular' season 
to shai'e tlie NFL's best record. 
And it's the first time the 
league's top offensive and de¬ 
fensive units have been pitted 
against each other in a Super 
Bowl in 23 years. 

Manning could become the 
first starting quarterback to 
win a Super Bowl with two 
different teams, having led tire 
Indianapolis Colts to the 3007 
crown. He lost with them to 
New Orleans in the 2010 
Super Bo^vl. 

Uncertainty after four neck 
Dperatrons led the Colts to cut 
Manning and Denver signed 
him in early 2012, setting tlie 
stage for him to lead the Bron¬ 
cos to their first Super Bowl 
smee Jolm El way took Denver 
to titles 111 1993 and 1999. 

The Seahawks lost in their 


only prior Super Bowl, to 
Pittsburgh in 2006. 

Manning brushes off the no¬

" If I had my choice what my 
legacy would be, it would be 
that 1 played my butt off for 
every team that 1 ever played 
oix I was a really good team¬ 
mate and 1 did eveiything I 
could to win," Manning said.

Wilson offeis scrambling 
ability and can buy time for Ins 
receivers to elude defenders, a 
valuable asset. 

" I don't know if 1 prefer Inm 
to nin it or throw it b ecause he 
IS dangerous both ways,“ Den¬ 
ver comerback Champ Bailey 
said. "One thing we can't let 
happen IS lum to get out of the 
pocket and buy some time, 
then we lose our guys, a break¬ 
down in coverage. 

The Sealiawks ai'e not shy 
about handing tlie ball to 
Lynch and having Inm iim 
time and again at rivals. 

"He's a guy tliat doesn't 
tlnnk he can b e brought down 
by one person," Bailey said.
